The  fiftieth  anniversary  conference  of  the  International  Council  of  Nurses  opened 
on  Sunday,  June  12,  1949.  Four  thousand  nurses  from  more  than  thirty  countries  regis¬ 
tered  at  the  Royal  Tennis  Hall,  a  huge  modern  stadium  in  Stockholm,  Sweden. 

Our  alumnae  was  well  represented  in  the  group  of  six  hundred  nurses  from  the 
United  States — some  of  the  Pres,  graduates  attending  were:  Mabel  Dunlap  ’12,  Eunice 
Thompson  ’38,  Mildred  Lunde  ’22,  Jean  South  ’26,  Doris  Kerwin  ’21,  Sylvia  Melby  ’26, 
and  myself. 

Each  registrant  was  given  a  large  well  arranged  folder  containing  all  the  conference 
necessities.  These  included  tickets  for  the  different  meetings,  programs,  a  bound  pamph¬ 
let  of  the  Congress  papers  in  the  language  of  the  registrant  and  a  map  of  Stockholm  with 
interesting  places  marked. 

The  program  was  a  fine  blending  of  professional  and  cultural  interests.  There 
were  five  general  sessions  ably  organized  by  Miss  Gerda  Hojer,  president  of  the  Grand 

Council  of  the  I.N.C.  .  . 

Two  topics  of  special  interest  were  "The  Medicine  of  Tomorrow  and  the  Position 

of  the  Nurse’’,  and  "Nursing  Education’’.  The  first  of  these  topics  was  discussed  by 
representatives  of  Sweden,  Norway,  Finland,  Iceland,  and  Denmark.  Each  gave  a  review 
of  medical  and  public  health  developments  in  his  or  her  country.  The  curve  is  tending 
toward  prevention  of  illness  in  these  countries  through  the  bringing  together  of  curative 
and  preventive  services.  It  was  emphasized  that  the  function  of  the  nurse  has  changed 
and  broadened  and  that  a  new  name  should  be  found  for  the  professional  nurse  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  her  changing  functions.  These  countries  also  realized  the  need  for  the  team 

doctor,  professional  nurse,  and  auxiliary  nurse. 

The  second  topic — "Nursing  Education’’,  was  discussed  by  representatives  of 
America,  Canada,  and  Norway.  It  was  felt  that  universally  an  effort  is  being  made  to 
improve  nursing  education  to  meet  the  growing  demands  for  nurses  to  fit  into  expanding 
health  and  medical  care  programs.  At  the  same  time  nursing  shortages  are  everywhere 
reported  and  attention  is  being  given  to  analysis  of  functions,  qualifications,  personnel 
practices,  organization  and  education,  and  recruitment  methods. 

There  were  Florence  Nightingale  Memorial  services  held  Sunday  evening  in  several 
of  Stockholm’s  old  and  lovely  churches.  At  each  service  Swedish  Student  Nurses  marched 
in  an  impressive  candle  light  service.  A  beautfiul  chronicle  pUy  History  of  Nursing  in 
Northerri  Countries’’  was  presented  in  one  of  Stockholm’s  well  known  theatres.  The 
play  was  written  in  1945  by  a  Swedish  nurse  and  was  acted  by  local  nurses,  midwives, 

and  doctors  all  speaking  excellent  English. 

One  afternoon  was  devoted  to  visiting  local  health  and  welfare  agencies  in  Stock¬ 
holm;  another  visiting  country  towns  to  gain  an  understanding  of  the  country  and  cus¬ 
toms  of  the  people;  and  on  the  final  evening  we  went  to  the  world  famous  City  Hall  of 
Stockholm  and  Skansen  Park  where  replicas  of  early  cottages,  churches,  and  mansion 
houses  formed  an  appropriate  setting  for  farewells.  These  were  expressed  thru  folk 
dances,  the  nurses’  choir  and  a  gracious  speech  by  Miss  Hojer. 

The  Swedish  nurses  were  able  to  finance  the  entertainment  at  the  Congress  by  giv¬ 
ing  a  benefit  tea  and  cookie  sale.  In  two  hours  they  sold  enough  cookies  to  raise  35,000 

Swedish  krona — about  $10,000.  ^  ^ 

Miss  Karin  Elfersen,  acting  president  of  the  Swedish  Nurses’  Organization,  said  in 

her  greeting  to  the  Conference— "Hospitality  has  been  the  high  note  in  the  North  from 
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the  days  of  the  Sagas — we  nurses  wish  with  all  our  hearts  that  you  will  feel  the  warmth 
of  this  hospitality”.  We  all  felt  this  warmth  not  only  from  the  Swedish  nurses  but 
from  the  private  citizens  and  street  car  conductors  who  struggled  to  give  directions  and 
provide  the  much  asked  for  information. 

It  was  a  real  privilege  to  attend  the  50th  Anniversary  Conference  and  to  meet 
nurses  from  so  many  countries.  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Alumnae  for 
miaking  my  attendance  possible.
